NORASMUCH as very many perſons, now detained in priſon, ate 10 to 
very great poverty through many misfortunes, that have attended them, where- 
by they are totally diſabled from giving any any ſatisfaQtion to their creditors, and by be- 
ing detained in priſon are rendred uſeleſs, and a burthen to the Kingdom: be it 
enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and con- 
ſent of lords fpiritual and temporal and commons in this prefent Parlia- 
ment aſſembled, and by the authority of the fame, That all perſons, who were in 
priſon, and actually confined within the walls of ſuch priſon by legal commit- 
ments or - proceſs, without fraud or colluſion with their creditors or others, upon 
the firſt day of Auguſt one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighteen, and who have 
ever ſince the time of ſuch commitment continued within the walls of ſuch priſon, 
aki removed by habeas corpus, upon any action or actions, or upon meine proceſs 
for debt, or other actions whatſoever, which may become judgments, or who have 
judgment or judgments entered upon record againſt them, or are charged in execution, 
or impriſoned upon attachments for debt or other action or actions, or upon outlaw- 
ry or outlawries before or after judgment for debt, caſe, or treſpaſs, or upon 
any other proceſs whatſoever, iſſued out of any court of law or equity, for debt, 
damages, or coſts, who ſhall take the oath hereafter mentioned, fhall and may be 
releaſed and diſcharged from their impriſonment, and the debts owing by them, in 
fuch manner as hereafter is provided.
